Dog hearing draws crowd of 
media, protestors 

Haskett plea date pushed back to Nov. 22

Monday’s much anticipated 
court appearance for the two men 
accused of torturing a dog in 
Didsbury saw most of the action 
happening outside the courtroom 
walls. 

About 50 protestors, 25 dogs, 
and journalists representing near¬ 
ly every news agency from 
Calgary to Red Deer gathered out¬ 
side the Didsbury Provincial 
Court building as Daniel Charles 
Haskett was escorted inside by 
RCMP. 

“I’m here because I didn’t w ant 
people to think that everyone in 
Didsbury is like that,” said 
Connie, a new resident to 
Didsbury who declined to give her 
last name because her husband is 
a police officer in town. 

“Obviously this case has gotten 
a lot of attention and then* are 


normal, animal loving people in 
Didsbury. It’s a nice place to live.” 

Some reporters complained 
that RCMP didn’t “parade” 
Haskett for the cameras, while 
another said, “it’s probably for the 
greater good they didn’t.” 

“It’s a shame that the RCMP are 
protecting this kid,"said Drew 
Marceton, of Didsbury. 

“It would be nice to put a little 
bit of shame on them and have 
them walk through the crowd.” 

Other local residents, who 
know the accused, shared stories, 
painting a picture of a troubled 
young man. 

But not all were there to 
protest. A few of Haskett’s friends 
were on hand to show their sup¬ 
port and told reporters to “go 
away". 

All waited patiently for news 
from inside. 

At about 11 a.m. people began 
pouring out of the courtroom, and 
rushed to the back of the building 


to get a glimpse of Haskett as he 
made his way to a van parked 
nearby. 

Once he was inside the van, pro¬ 
testors swarmed the vehicle, 
yelling “coward!"

Haskett's defence lawyer 

Heather Hicks, of Innisfail, 
threw herself on the hood of the 
van and held her 4-month-old pup 
(who she recently named Daisy) 


up to the windshield. 

Marceton banged his fist on the 
van and screamed at the accused 
and his mother, then kicked the 
back of the van with his foot as it 
exited the parking lot. 

Haskett’s friends shouted, 
“Charles, we love you!" 

With the van gone, the crowd 
turned to Haskett’s friends, 
demanding a reason for why they 
would support him. 

“Because he’s my friend,” one 
man, who refused to give his 
name, said. 

“I’m here to support him, not 
what he did and we don’t even 
know if he did it." 

Following the court appear¬ 
ance, Haskett’s lawyer, Mark 
Takada, front Calgary, said he 
plans to review the disclosure 
documents provided by the 
Crown to the accused on Monday 
before making any decisions on 
how to proceed in the case. 

“I can’t tell you anything about 


my plans right now," said Takada. 

In regards to the protests at the 
courthouse he said, “I have to do 
what’s right for nty client, not 
what’s popular. 

“They (protestors) can say what 
they want, but I don’t think they 
are very well informed about the 
case. They don’t know what the 
whole story is.” 

Takada said he plaits to meet 
with assigned Crown prosecutor 
Gordon Haight before the sched¬ 
uled Nov. 22 court appearance. 

I laight could not lie reached for 
comment at press time. 

Prosecutor Bina Border, who 
handled the case on Monday, said 
the eases agaiitst Haskett and the 
young offender will proceed inde¬ 
pendently. 

Haskett will be back in 
Didsbury court on Nov. 22 for 
plea 

The 17-year-old accused, who 
had an agent apj>car on his behalf 
Monday, will be in court on Dec. 7.

All of the sound judgment backing up the request for the 
maximum penalty, should Haskett be found guilty, went out 
the window when this man began banging on it.

Unfortunately, the 98 per cent who were firm, but not 
uncontrollably forceful were likely not heard.

Area Legion cloaked in tradition

Local war veteran Bert Sharp 
spearheaded a project to show¬ 
case uniforms from the Second 
World War in the Olds Royal 
Canadian Legion. 

It is at that spot, outside the 
legion hall, where he takes Grade 4 
students on a blast through the 
past each year to describe the uni¬ 
forms worn during the Second 
World War. 

“The Grade 4 classes come over 
every year," said Shari). “1 give the 
talk to them. They sit in a row and 
I explain the uniforms, the arti¬ 
facts, the pictures in the canteen 
and the story of Suzy’s coat." 

Shari), along with Guy White 
spent a long time gathering 
authentic war uniforms, man¬ 
nequins, badges and buttons, and 
shoes and gloves that grace the 
showcases today. 

“We had all of the mannequins 
on the tables and after we got them 
dressed in the hall and were satis¬ 
fied we had to slide them along, 
very gently into the case,” said 
Sharp. 

Some of the uniforms were worn 
by the army, navy, nursing sisters 
and women's divisions back when 
Canada’s flag was still the Red 
Ensign and Winston Churchill was 
Prime Minster of England. 

Sharp calls them walking out uni¬ 
forms, and he says they would have 
been a common sight out on the 
streets during wartime. 

“These uniforms were all worn 
when we were out walking the 
streets or off the station,” said 
Sharj). “They were also worn while 
working daily.” 

Sharp said it was standard proto¬ 
col to press army and air force 
trousers in a smart fold down the 
front. 

The navy had a different system, 
w hen 1 they pressed seven folds on 


the base of their pants. 

“They wore bellbottom trousers 
and they were pressed in a differ¬ 
ent way," said Sharp. “There were 
seven rings on the bell-bottom 
trousers and that represented the 
seven seas...I always thought the 
reason they had the bell-bottoms 
was to roll them up to swab the 
decks.” 

There are seven mannequins in 
the showcase - four ladies’ and 
two gentlemens’ uniforms. 

All of the seven were from Olds 
and Didsbury and they all served 
in the Second World War. 

Corporal Olive McDermond was 
in the Royal Canadian Air Force 
and was stationed in Gander, 


Newfoundland. 

She worked in the officer’s mess 
along with her husband and they 
now live in the Mount View Lodge. 

Corporal Jean H. Stevens of the 
Canadian Army Woman’s Core, 
was stationed in the Currie 
Barracks in Calgary and worked in 
the offices. 

She has since passed on. Her 
daughter caught wind of the 
legion’s showcase and donated her 
mother’s uniform. 

Lois Lockwood (Rank) was in 
the Women’s Division of the Royal 
Canadian Navy and was stationed 
in Halifax and lives ttxlay in the 
Sunrise Village in Olds. 

Lieutenant Grace White also 


lives in the Sunrise Village and was 
a musing sister with the Royal 
Canadian Army medical core. 

“She was stationed in Europe 
and she was in what we calk'd an 
aid station,” said Shari). “She was 
just behind the battle lines and if 
you have ever seen the show 
M.A.S.H, that is where she 
worked." 

Master Warrant Officer James 
Flick was an air giuiner in the 
Royal Candian Air Force. 

His war story has roots in 
Sweden after a bombing run badly 
damaged his plane. 

“They force-landed off in the 
waters off the shores of Sweden,” 
said Sharp. 


A fishing boat picked up the 
stranded men and they were hid in 
a hotel r<x)m for three weeks 
before they were returned to an 
English ship. 

“They didn’t want the Nazis to 
think they were collaborating with 
England or the RCF or anything,” 
said Sharp. “He finished another 
tour of duty during the war.” 

Flick passed away last year in a 
car accident in Ontario but his 
memory lives on as his uniform 
stands in the legion today. 

Warrant Officer George P. 
Jackson who is buried in the Field 
of Honour had an army battle 
dress uniform. 

The uniform had what they 
called webbing - a series of straps 
to hold all of the gear, from can¬ 
teens to shells while they went into 
battle. 

These men also had backpacks 
and rifles and Sharp said life on the 
battle lines was rough and muddy. 

The last uniform in the case is 
Petty Officer William (Bill) 0. St. 
Clair who was in the Royal 
Canadian Navy. 

The navy had black and white 
versions of uniforms and their 
unique hats always identified 
which ship they served on. In St. 
Clair’s case it was HCMS 
Tecumseh, Calgary. 

St. Clair, who has passed on, was 
originally from Didsbury. 

All of these men and women 
served our country in many ways 
and Sharp feels it’s important to 
start initiatives like this show¬ 
case to preserve and remember 
the Second World War. 

“All I had left from my uniform 
was a hat badge and some but¬ 
tons,” said Sharp. “The moths ate 
the rest of it - all of the wool.” 

And from a badge and some but¬ 
tons stands a showcase, a memori¬ 
al dedicated to the brave men and 
women who shaped our country 
into what it is today.

As an ii\jured Canadian soldier lies in a hospital bed, 
facing an uncertain future, there beside hint is a cozy 
reminder that Canadians stand in support, quietly helping 
him along the road to recovery. 

Capt. Trevor Greene is the first recipient of a “comfort 
quilt" stitched by a group of Innisfail women as a warm 
thank you for the service he’s provided 


“But there are many families who have lost a loved one 
and that heartbreak will be with them forever.” 

This project is a sort of rejuvenation of an earlier one 
Soderberg-Wasylyshyn started in December 2004 when 
her son, Corporal Troy Soderberg was serving in 
Afghanistan. 

That year, she rallied 50 helpers to stitch 28 quilts for 
her son and his unit. 

Upon their return, many of the soldiers called her up to 


This Remembrance day, 10 “peace quilts” will 
be presented to the families of those soldiers 
through their local legions. 

“It definitely will be a keepsake for the families for gen¬ 
erations to come, to remember their loved one,” said 
Soderberg-Wasylyshyn. 

“And it’s just a way that we, as everyday Canadians, can 
show our support and sympathy to those families.” 

The mother of a young soldier who has since safely 
returned from duty in Afghanistan, Soderberg- 
Wasylyshyn can empathize with what those families have 
gone through. 

“I’m very blessed that my son came home and wasn't 
injured," she said. 


them a gesture of appreciation and comfort and quilts 
seemed an obvious choice. 

“Quilts are considered by all of us as a comfort," she 
said. 

“We can wrap it around ourselves, cuddle in it and just 
feel the troubles of the world go away.” 

Flannel was chosen for the comfort quilts because of its 
soft feel and the blue jean was decided on for its Canada- 
specific appeal, according to Soderberg-Wasylyshyn. 

“Many of us love our blue jeans,” she said. 
“That’s definitely our comfort fabric.” 

As General Rick Hillier, along with the 
Department of National Defence, sends more 
and more names of injured and fallen soldiers 
her way, Soderberg-Wasylyshyn says the num¬ 
bers have been surprising. 

But she chalks that up mostly to instanta¬ 
neous media, not available in previous wars. 

“Our losses are very minimal, but they are 
much more up front and covered by the media,” 
she said. 

“It does seem that it is very much a shame 
that the numbers are as high as they are.” 

For soldiers like Capt. Greene, the show of 
support offered by her and the many helpers 
from throughout the area, and even as far away 
as Nova Scotia, could mean all the difference. 

His father, Richard Greene, recently told the 
Globe and Mail people like Soderberg- 
Wasylyshyn are necessary to his son's recovery. 

“He wants to come back, we know that," said 
Richard Greene. 

“It’s up to us to bring him back.” 
Soderberg-Wasylyshyn has been chosen as 
the keynote speaker at Westglen school’s 
Remembrance Day ceremonies Friday. 

“I’m a little intimidated,” she said. 

“But I’m happy to bring our project closer to 
them and make them understand, and have a 
feel that it’s not far away from any of our 
minds."

$10,000 up for grabs

Residents of Olds are 
being challenged to drive 
safer and cause fewer acci¬ 
dents by a private citizen 
with a public mission. 

Doug Taylor of Red Deer 
lias created the LEADRS 
Program Challenge, a pilot 
program he hopes will 
catch on. 

He said he wants to pit 
residents of Olds, Innisfail 
and Sylvan Lake against 
their neighbours to the 
south, including Cremona 
and Crossfield. The group 
that continuously reduces 
traffic fatalities and inci¬ 
dents first will get $10,(XX) 
out of his own pocket 

“We send out some flyers 
and we hope we get a 
response from people, and 
then if we do we’ll come 
down there and put on a 
meeting and we’ll talk to 
them about various aspects 
of driving safety," said 
Taylor. 

He said he started the 
project as a hobby. He's 
experienced traffic fatali¬ 
ties in his own family in the 
past, and he wants to create 
a new approach to driving 
safety. 

“I worked on some of 
these industrial sites for a 
number of years and saw 
the tremendous improve¬ 


ment that happened there in 
terms of safety," said Taylor. 
"And then one day 1 got tail- 
gated by somebody and it 
just didn’t make sense.’’ 

While the government 
provides the education, 
engineering and enforce¬ 
ment for traffic safety, 
Taylor said people still need 
regular coaching to drive 
well. 

Taylor compares driving 
to playing hockey. The gov¬ 
ernment provides the rules, 
ice and referees, but 
nobody coaches. 

“Hero we have something 
which is an interesting 
activity and a lot of fun, and 
we coach it,” he said. 

“But we have another 
activity like driving where 
people get killed and 
maimed for life and we 
don’t have a way of coach¬ 
ing them to elevate the qual¬ 
ity of their activity above 
the minimum required for 
participation." 

Taylor said common mis¬ 
takes that cause accidents 


include following too close 
and not signalling before 
changing direction. 

“We’re not talking to driv¬ 
ers about doing everything 
correctly, we’re talking to 
them specifically in terms 
of the things people do 
wrong iuid they don’t real¬ 
ize how wrong they are," he 
said. 

Taylor said he’s 
approached the provincial 
government for support but 
hasn’t received any positive 
response. 

The province already 
takes steps to improve driv¬ 
er safety, said Eileen 
McDonald, spokesperson 
for the Ministry of 
Transportation. 

“There’s always concern 
about the drivers on the 
road, making sure they 
drive properly, and that’s 
why we do a number of 
campaigns," she said. “They 
deal with speeding, drink¬ 
ing and driving, seat belts, 
sharing the road. And it’s 
trying to change drivers’

attitudes.” 

While the province won’t 
fund private projects, 
McDonald said it does 
encourage community 
involvement. 

“We wouldn’t fund any¬ 
thing like that because it’s a 
private industry,” she said.

If the province won’t help 
out, Taylor said he'll do it 
himself. 

“They don’t understand it 
to the point that they really 
want to say come and talk 
to us,” he said, “so what 
we’ll do is we’ll go out and 
we’ll see whether or not this 
works.”

Carstairs resident takes on Canada Post in a bid to protect his rural mail service

A Carstairs resident took on Canada Post 
last week when his rural mailbox was 
deemed unsafe and delivery of his mail 
threatened. 

Norm Thompson has Iteen in a battle with 
the Crown corporation for over a year and 
has become now part of a reassessment of 
8(X),(XX) rural mailboxes taking place across 
Canada and could end with a termination of 
the service. 

"It’s to do with safety issues," said Teresa 
Williams, communications officer with 
Canaria Post - Edmonton. "Nothing to do 
with him as ;ui individual." 

Thompson works as a teacher in Calgary 
and commutes every day so has had very lit¬ 
tle contact with his neighbours and has l>een 
unable to determine whether they have 
experienced similar problems. 

While Williams claims the situation has to 
do with new safety standards and a comput¬ 
erized checklist provided to drivers to facili¬ 
tate their assessing their routes, Thompson 


feels communication Iras left a little to be 
desired. 

"If they were Ur close the route Irecause it’s 
too expensive, I have no problem with that," 
he said. "But, what 1 have a problem with Is 
the process that they’re doing right now, say¬ 
ing the mailbox Is unsafe. Well that maillrox 
has been there for almost 12 years and 
nobody’s said it's been unsafe." 

Thompson moved to the Carstairs area in 
1995, built his home overlooking Rosebud 
River coulee, just off of Hwy 581, and had a 
mailbox built from s|>ecifies provided by the 
Carstairs post office and the route’s driver. 
For 10 years he eryoyed trouble-free mail 
delivery. 

The trouble began last year. The original 
route driver had quit and a new one 
assigned. First he received a notice in the 
mail stating his maillrox was five inches too 
low and it would have to be raised. 

"I had to break it down ‘cause it’s all steel," 
explained Thompson, whose students had 
made the maillrox. "I had to get a welder. We 
took off the old arm ‘cause it’s on an arm that 
sticks out and we raisrsi it the five inches, 


put it hack on, and painted everything up 
again red and white." 

A week later he got another notice in the 
mail asking him to raise his maillrox up to tire 
desired height Thompson thought someone 
had made a mistake and ignored the notice. 

Another week went by and another notice 
arrived, this time claiming to be the final 
request for the change before mail service 
would bo cut off. This prompted Thompson 
to visit to the Carstairs jrrrst office when 1 he 
invited those responsible for the notices to 
measure the mailbox. 

"That was the end of it until last Thursday 
(Oct 26)." 

This time postal officials were claiming the 
location of the mailbox was unsafe. 
Thompson was told that because his home 
was along Hwy 581 which had a speed limit 
above the 80 km/hr limit rural delivery to his 
mailbox was unsafe. When questioned he 
was told that he could move the mailbox a 
couple of miles west along Hwy 581 further 
to a spot considered safe. 

"You have to be an idiot to agree to that 
because you can’t watch your mail." 

He was concerned al>out identity theft. 


When the Red Deer office of Canada Post 
office was contacted in order to confirm the 
claims that the notices and comments had 
come from that office, they refused com¬ 
ment and passed on the Edmonton commu¬ 
nications office phone number. 

"This latest concern is a national one. We 
haven’t been saying too much about it," said 
Williams. 

Ilack-and-forth communications Iretween 
himself and Canada Post officials have 
reached a point when 1 Thom|>son was told 
to leave the mailbox where it was and 
arrangements would lx> made to assess the 
location more thoroughly. 

Canada Post conducted similar assess¬ 
ments in Eastern Canada after receiving 
complaints from rural route drivers of unsafe 
conditions such as having to deliver mail to 
l>oxes placed on blind hills, sharp comers in 
along heavily-traffieed roadways. Residents 
objected and the result was the introduction 
of a private member’s bill by Liberal MP Lui 
Temelkovski asking that traditional rural 
mail delivery be maintained. It received 
unanimous approval by the House of 
Commons Oct. 25.

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Odds are... 

Local woman defies family odds and beats breast cancer

Cindy Mawle-James is a 
woman who beat the 
odds. 

A breast cancer sur¬ 
vivor and five years can¬ 
cer free now, Cindy was 
diagnosed at the age of 
40. 

“I was 40 years old and 
that seems to be more and 
more common,” she said. 
“To put things into per¬ 
spective for me, my moth¬ 
er died of cancer when 
she was 40...I was 14 
when she died.” 

Cindy, who now lives in 
Bowser, British Columbia, 
was a Didsbury resident 
for 15 years and was 
working at Four Sight 
Vision Centre at the time. 

She wrote her first let¬ 
ter to the Didsbury 
Review back when she 


was diagnosed in 2001 
after a mammogram 
detected a lump in one of 
her breasts. 

“I wrote the letter as a 
warning for people," she 
said. “If you think there is 
something there and you 
have a nagging feeling, go 
with that feeling and ask 
for an ultrasound or fur¬ 
ther investigation.” 

Armed with her family 
history, both her mother 
and grandmother had 
breast cancer in their thir¬ 
ties, she knew that the 
test results were not com¬ 
ing back good. 

“I was actually relieved 
when I finally got it,” she 
said. “It was here and now 
I could deal with it.” 

And that was exactly 
what she did. 

Firstly she went in for a 
bilateral mastectomy with 
the idea that she would 


get all of the cancer cells 
out right away. 

“1 said ‘I don’t want to 
wake up with anything on 
either side’ and I went to 
have both breasts 


removed,” she said. “In 
both cases with my moth¬ 
er and grandmother, they 
had it in one and they just 
removed one breast, then 
they found it later in the 
other...if my mom had 
gone for the bilateral in 


the first place, she would 
probably be alive today.” 

Cindy said that the bilat¬ 
eral surgery was the right 
choice for her, but every¬ 
one has to make their

own decision. 

She said when she woke 
up the morning after the 
surgery she felt good 
about her decision. 

“It was such a worry for 
me for so many years," 
she said. “Actually I am 


rjnite liberated.” 

After that, she started 
her rounds of chemother¬ 
apy, but managed to main¬ 
tain her job and life 
through the treatment. 

“I would go in on 
Thursday, and take Friday 
off and be back at work 
Monday,” she said. “I took 
a little bit of Gravol and 
away I went.” 

For Cindy, it was the 
everyday things in life 
that kept her going. 

“What kept me going 
was going to work and 
dealing with everyday 
things," she said. “I knew 
if I sat at home and wal¬ 
lowed in fear it would be 
the worst thing for me. I 
needed to keep busy.” 

She said that one of the 
saving graces was the fact 
she had started working 
out a year before diagno¬ 
sis.

“1 had a premonition 
that il was coming and I 
knew 1 needed to be 
strong," she said. 

Cindy took control of 
the situation and worked 
with a naturopath while 
she was in treatment. 

“I would recommend 
the naturopath to any¬ 
body,” she said. “Trying to 
keep the rest of your body 
and self healthy to coun¬ 
teract the effects of 
chemo, without getting in 
the way of the treat¬ 
ment...the doctor I had 
was very aware of chemo 
and what remedies could 
get in the way of treat¬ 
ment.” 

Through it all, Cindy 
managed to hold down 
her job, live her life and 
beat the odds and come 
out alive. 

She has since moved to 
the Island, married her 
boyfriend from 20 years 
ago and now works at an 
optometrist’s office. 

It may all seem like a 
dream come true, but 
Cindy knows the reality of 
her situation. 

She and her daughter, 
Stacey who is 18 years old 
are undergoing genetic 
testing to identify if they 
both carry the gene linked 
to breast cancer. 

“I have to be a role 
model for my daughter," 
she said. “If they identify 
the gene, then she can 
find out if she carries it. 
She is not terribly worried 
about it because we talk 
about it a lot and she has 
seen how I have done 
it...if she knows and she is 
more aware sooner, then 
her chances are really 
good.” 

All in all, Cindy’s life 
tastes pretty sweet to her 
right now. 

She is pursuing her art¬ 
work and sells her paint¬ 
ings through a gallery and 
with her husband Mark, 
they have a total of five 
pets. 

She recently wrote a let¬ 
ter to the Didsbury 
Review to celebrate the 
marker of living five 
years cancer free. 

Her favourite saying is 
‘things turn out best for 
the people that make the 
best of the way things 
turn out.’ 

“All you basically hear 
about are the ones who 
don’t make it," she said. “I 
wanted to be one of the 
survivors that said ’hello, 
I am still here!’” 

As she goes back to an 
afternoon of painting she 
wanted to remind others 
that they are not alone. 

“If anybody has ques¬ 
tions or they want to 
email me for support, 
then they can,” she said.

Students job shadow for a day

Grade !l students from Didsbury 
High school left their textbooks 
behind last Thursday and set out 
to join the workforce. 

In its 12th year, Take a Kid to 
Work Day saw students experi¬ 
encing everything from hair¬ 
styling, to truck driving, to the 
world of pharmaceuticals.
